New Yo rk Rep u blican Sen. Jaco b K. Jav its, a 
lead ing ad v o cate o f p ensio n refo rm, welco mes 
the Presid ent’s su p p o rt fo r the cau se bu t co m­ 
p lains that he has no t go ne far eno u gh. 
Sigmu nd M. Hy man, p resid ent o f Pensio n 
Planners o f Baltimo re, Inc., who se firm o f 
co nsu lting actu aries d esigns and ad ministers 
p ensio n p ro grams fo r co rp o ratio ns and u nio ns, 
calls the p ro p o sal “ a mix ed bag o f co nstru ctiv e 
and ex cep tio nally risky elements.”

Bo th a dv o ca te built-in 
go v ernment gu arantees to p ro tect 
wo rkers who 
no w lo se retirement benefits becau se o f co r­ 
p o rate bankru p tcy o r mis-management. 
This co u ld p o ssibly be in the fo rm o f an in­ 
su rance p ro gram no t u nlike the FDIC which 
p ro tects bank sav ings d ep o sits, say s Hy man. 
These d eficiencies in the ad ministratio n pla n 
sho u ld be balanced against its benefits, as well 
as against the ev en mo re serio u s d eficiencies 
that no w ex ist in the p ensio n field . At lo ng la st

The goose season at Mosquito 
Creek Goose Management Area 
and surrounding 10-mile radius 
area has ended. Controlled hunt 
ing on the refuge this year re­ 
sulted in a harvest of 347 Can­ 
ada geese and one blue goose. 
The quality hunt accommodated 
838 hunters. There were also 26 
ducks harvested during the con­ 
trolled hunting season. Hunter 
success for the season on geese 
was 41 per cent. This 
means 
that 4 in every 10 hunters were 
successful in getting a goose on 
the controlled hunt. Last year, 
computed on the same number 
of hunting days, there were 844 
hunters who harvested 454 geese. 
Last year’s success ratio was 54 
per cent. 
Goose hunters within the 10 
mile radius of Mosquito Creek 
Refuge harvested 
171 Canada 
geese as of December 18, 1971. 
Last year, 395 geese were har­ 
vested within the 10-mile radius 
of Mosquito Creek. 
The Mosquito 
Creek 
Goose 
Refuge maintains 
a

over-wintering population of ap­ 
proximately 2,000 geese.

Bridges Deficient 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 
In 
the first step of a program to 
replace 
dangerous 
highway 
bridges, 
the 
federal govern­ 
ment has found nearly one- 
sixth of the nation’s bridges are 
“ critically deficient.” 
The Federal Highway Admin­ 
istration, in a report to Con­ 
gress today, said it already has 
approved replacement of 50 of 
the most - hazardous bridges in 
49 states and Puerto R ico. 
A spokesman said that, 
al­ 
though 89,000 bridges are in the 
critical category, 
this means 
only that certain elements of 
the bridges are unsafe, not that 
whole structures are.

— The warden of San Quentin 
Prison, the dour old fortress on 
San Francisco Bav soon to be 
closed, says he feels “a little 
nostalgic to see the old ship go 
down.” 
But Louis S. Nelson, the ca­ 
reer penologist who has headed 
San 
Quentin 
since 
1967, 
con­ 
cedes the place is “ infamous.” 
For residents of the surround­ 
ing area, Gov. Ronald R eagan's 
plans to wind up the long and 
checkered career of San Quen­ 
tin within three years brought a 
sigh of relief.
